This application is a 371 filing of PCT/AU00/00408, filed May 5, 2000, which claims 
benefit to foreign applications PQ 0202, filed May 6, 1999, PQ 203, filed May 6, 1999, PQ 0204, 
filed May 6, 1999, and PQ 1361, filed June 30, 1999. 

Claims 1-34 are pending. 

Election/Restrictions

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1.

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Group 4, claim(s) 18, drawn to a method for improving or restoring function to a tissue or organ 
by transferring a reprogrammed cell or derivative thereof into an animal. 

Group 5, claim(s) 19, drawn to a method of gene therapy by transferring a genetically modified 
reprogrammed cell or derivative thereof. 

The inventions listed as Groups 1-5 do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: in this case, the method of group 1 encompasses 
methods of nuclear transfer were donor diploid cells were fused to a recipient Mil oocyte and 
allowed to be reprogrammed.
